Serving  the  college  as  athletic  director  since  1989,  Gwyn  Young  has  been 
head  coach  of  the  Lady  Wolves  basketball  team  for  34  years.  Since  coming  to 
Co-Lin,  he  has  seen  his  team  win  title  after  title  and  has  compiled  a  record  of 
748  wins  and  222  losses  to  rank  him  as  the  NJCAA  Second  Winningest  Active 
Coach  in  the  nation  and  the  Winningest  Women's  Coach  in  the  Mississippi 
Association  of  Community/Junior  Colleges. 

Coach  Young  has  put  the  Lady  Wolves  on  the  map  as  one  of  the  nation's 
most  premier  women's  basketball  teams.  Under  Coach  Young's  direction,  the 
Lady  Wolves  have  accomplished  numerous  awards  including  21  MACJC  Regu- 
lar Season  1st  place  finishes,  15  MACJC  South  Division  Championships,  20 
MACJC  State  Tournament  Appearances,  five  MACJC  State  Championships 
(1993,  1997,  1999,  2002  and  2003)  and  been  runner-up  to  the  MACJC  State 

Champions  seven  times  (1983,  1984,  1998,  2006,  2007,  2009  and  2010).  The  Lady  Wolves  have  won  six 
NJCAA  Region  XXIII  Championships  (1989,  1993,  1997,  2002,  2007,  and  2010),  been  runner-up  to  the 
NJCAA  Region  XXIII  Champions  nine  times  (1990,  1996,  1998,  1999,  2000,  2004,  2006,  2009  and  2010), 
and  made  six  NJCAA  National  Tournament  appearances  (1989,  1993,  1997,  2002,  2007,  and  2010). 
Coach  Young's  team  finished  the  regular  season  with  31-2  record,  3rd  place  finish  in  the  final  regular  sea- 
son NJCAA  Poll  and  7th  in  the  2010  National  Tournament  by  winning  the  NJCAA  Consolation  Bracket, 
6th  in  the  2007  National  Tournament,  4th  in  the  1989  National  Tournament,  and  has  been  consistently 
ranked  each  year  by  the  NJCAA  Polls. 

Coach  Young  was  named  Region  XXIII  Coach  of  the  Year  in  1989,  1993,  1997,  2002,  2007,  2010  and 
MACJC  and  MAC  Coach  of  the  Year  in  1993,  2001,  2007,  and  2010.  The  Clarion-Ledger  has  also  recog- 
nized him  as  Coach  of  the  Year  for  Junior  Colleges  on  numerous  occasions. 

A  graduate  of  Copiah-Lincoln  where  he  was  a  standout  for  the  Wolves  basketball  team,  Young  was 
inducted  into  the  college's  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  in  1997.  After  graduation  from  Co-Lin,  he  attended 
Mississippi  College  where  he  was  team  MVP  and  a  team  captain.  Young  received  his  bachelor's  degree 
from  Mississippi  College  and  master's  degree  from  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi.

Head  Football  Coach 

Glenn  Davis  begins  his  seventh  year  as  head  coach  of  the  Wolves.  Davis  also 
serves  as  an  instructor  in  the  health  and  physical  education  division. 

He  led  the  Wolves  to  a  21-0  shutout  victory  over  the  Georgia  Military  Bull- 
dogs in  the  2006  Sea  Island  Company  Golden  Isles  Bowl  Classic.  The  Wolfpack 
finished  the  2006  season  with  a  9-3  record,  ranked  No.  6  in  the  final  NJCAA 
poll,  MACJC  South  Division  Champions  and  State  Runner-Up. 

Davis  previously  served  at  Co-Lin  as  offensive  coordinator  from  1995-96. 
During  those  two  years,  he  helped  lead  the  team  to  a  15-5  overall  record. 

Davis  is  a  1982  graduate  of  Delta  State  University  where  he  was  a  three- 
year  letterman  as  a  defensive  back  and  outside  linebacker  for  the  Statesmen. 
His  other  coaching  stints  include  offensive  coordinator  at  South  Natchez  High 
School  (1982-85),  graduate  assistant  at  Mississippi  State  (1986-87),  defensive 

backs  and  wide  receivers  coach  at  the  University  of  North  Alabama  (1988-91),  and  quarterbacks,  running 
backs,  and  wide  receivers  coach  at  Holmes  Community  College  (1992-94).  From  1997-2003  he  served  as 
running  backs  coach  at  Mississippi  State  University  under  former  head  coach  Jackie  Sherrill. 

Under  Davis'  tutelage,  the  Bulldogs  lead  the  Southeastern  Conference  in  rushing  in  2000  averaging 
193.8  yards  per  game  and  ranked  third  in  1998  averaging  172  yards  per  game.  He  mentored  Dicenzo  Miller 
to  Mississippi  State's  sixth-ever,  1,000-yard  season  in  2000  (1,005  yards)  and  James  Johnson  to  the  fourth 
and  fifth-ever,  1,000-yard  campaigns  in  1997  (1,069  yards)  and  1998  (1,383  yards). 

He  and  his  wife  Minta,  are  the  parents  of  two  children,  Ann  Shelby  and  Micah. 

Drew  O'Daniel  

Offensive  Line  Coach 

Drew  O'Daniel  begins  his  third  year  as  offensive  line  coach  for  the  Wolfpack. 
He  spent  three  seasons  at  Western  Carolina  University  overseeing  the  offensive 
line  while  working  with  the  offensive  line  and  tight  ends.  At  WCU,  O'Daniel 
coached  offensive  linemen  Kevin  McAlmont,  Wendell  Singletary,  and  Marcus 
Thomas,  all  who  have  signed  NFL  free  agent  contracts.  In  2005,  Linden  Ryan 
and  McAlmont  received  All-Southern  Conference  honors.  The  Catamount 
Offensive  Line  paved  the  way  for  2006  All-Southern  Conference  running  back 
Darius  Fudge  who  was  the  sixth  1,000-yard  rusher  in  WCU  history.  Fudge 
eclipsed  the  1,000  yard  mark  versus  the  eventual  National  Champion  Florida 
Gators  at  the  Swamp. 

Prior  to  WCU,  O'Daniel  spent  the  2004  season  in  his  second  stint  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  working  with  player  development  and  recruit- 
ing. He  spent  the  2003  season  at  North  Carolina  Central  University,  where  he  coached  the  offensive  line. 
Between  his  jobs  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  O'Daniel  served  as  a  graduate  assistant  coach  at  the 
University  of  Texas  (2001-02),  where  he  earned  his  Master  of  Education  in  2002.  O'Daniel  worked  with 
the  offensive  line  and  tight  ends  with  the  Big  XII  South  champion  Longhorns.  While  at  Texas,  he  worked 
with  Ail-Americans  Derrick  Dockery  (Washington  Redskins)  and  Mike  Williams  and  current  NFL  tight 
ends  Bo  Scaife  (Tennessee  Titans)  and  Davis  Thomas  (New  England  Patriots).

The  2009-2010  season  was  a  lesson  in  adversity 
for  the  Wolfpack  basketball  team.  Head  Coach 
Dennis  Sims  was  hospitalized  after  coaching  the 
team's  first  nine  games  and  Assistant  Coach  Cliff 
Furr  took  over  leadership  of  the  team  from  that 
point  on.  A  tough  season  and  the  6-17  record 
that  the  Wolves  finished  with  are  now  in  the  rear 
view  mirror  as  the  coaching  staff  looks  forward  to 
guiding  a  promising  group  of  incoming  players  in 
2010-2011. 

The  Wolves  will  return  on  two  players  from 
last  years'  team.  Guard  Marcus  Hooten,  6-2,  was 
the  Wolves  leading  scorer  last  season  averaging 
23  points  per  game,  sixth  best  in  the  nation  for 
junior  college  basketball.  Hooten  was  named  NJ- 
CAA  First  Team  All-Region  23  and  MACJC  First 
Team  All-State.  A  strong  guard  with  a  nose  for 
taking  the  ball  to  the  basket,  Hooten  led  the  na- 
tion in  free  throws  attempted.

The 
athletic  Holmes  is  a  product  of  Zwolle  High  in 
northwest  Louisiana  where  as  a  senior  in  2009  he 
led  the  Hawks  to  the  state  title  while  garnering 
MVP  honors. 

The  biggest  addition  to  the  upcoming  team  is 
center  Olatunji  Kosile.  Kosile,  a  native  of  Nigeria, 
stands  6- 1 1  and  comes  to  Co-Lin  from  Northwest 
Florida  State  College  in  Niceville,  FL.  Kosile, 
who  goes  by  "TJ",  will  be  counted  on  to  use  his 
extreme  length  as  a  rebounder  and  shot  blocker.

It's  a  matter  of  doing  your  homework 
and  getting  the  best  available  players  out  there, 
no  matter  what  size  school  they  come  from."

prise). 

Incoming  freshmen  include  a  quartet  from 
Loyd  Star  Attendance  Center,  pitcher  Brooke  De- 
laughter,  infielder  Carrie  Moak,  outfielders  Emily 
Smith  and  Leah  Britt.  Infielder  Kacey  Smith  of 
Franklin  County,  outfielder  Stevie  Ann  Wright  of 
Brookhaven  High,  outfielder  Ashley  McCaffery 
of  Bogue  Chitto,  utility  Ashley  Bounds  of  Magee, 
outfielder  Bobbie  Cochran  and  twin  sister,  in- 
fielder Jamie  Cochran  of  Seminary,  pitcher  Sarah 
Anthony  of  Live  Oak,  LA  and  infielder  Tammy

Pinkston  looks  for  some  much  needed  help  in 
the  circle.

Like  always,  the  South  Division  will  be  a  bat- 
tle from  top  to  bottom.  Regional  champions  East 
Central  returns  most  of  their  starters.  Region 
runner-up  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast  returns  another 
strong  squad.  Pearl  River  finished  fourth  in  the  di- 
vision and  won  the  State  Tournament.  Jones  will 
be  vastly  improved.  Southwest  beat  South  Cham- 
pion Gulf  Coast  3  out  of  4  last  year  and  continues 
to  improve,  losing  several  close  games  last  year. 
Hinds  has  an  outstanding  district  and  will  always 
be  tough. 

"As  usual,  we  will  be  a  fairly  small  team,  rely- 
ing on  speed  and  defense,  rather  than  home  runs," 
Kent  said.  "We  have  five  girls  who  can  slap,  so 
that  will  be  a  different  look  for  us." 

The  Lady  Wolves  dealt  with  injuries  the  entire 
2010  season.  Staying  healthy  will  be  a  big  key  to 
success  in  2011.  Another  key  will  be  how  quickly 
the  freshmen  adapt  to  the  speed  of  the  college 
game.
